The application of American Ideal* 


of municipal improvements to this 
picturesque old port of the orient 
interest and delight, says the Chi- 
cago News. To the extent that it was 
adopted it will prove a guaranty of 
the development of an oriental capi- 
tal upon occidental lines, and it will 
reflect the effort* of temperate-ion* 
people to make, themselves comforta- 
ble in the tropics, with results that 
would seem to be wonderfully suc- 
cessful. 
No American landscape ar- 


tist or municipal Improver ever had 
so pretty a problem. 


The first question relates to the 


old wall, for Manila is one of the 
most perfect 
examples of the old 


walled city to be found in the world. 
The hustling business men of Ma- 
nila are Impatient of the obstruction 
which it presents to getting about 
and they want it demolished straight- 
way. Every visitor to the city feels 
that it would be a terrible mistake to 
obliterate such an Interesting monu- 
ment of the past and one that fits in 
BO harmoniously with old Manila. 


Mr. Burnham "has effected a happy 


compromise. He purposes to convert 
the insanitary moats into sunken 
gardens, and he has discovered a 
way, on account of the peculiar con- 
struction of the wall, by which it 
may be pierced without showing it 
much, or without affecting its gen- 
eral long-distance effects. 
In this 


way he would give the additional 
streets necessary and would save the 
wall. 


The ocean view Is Manila's great 


element of beauty. All its white resi- 
dpnts now go at nightfall to the Lu- 
netta, which is a park on the sea, to 
hear the band play and to witness 
the tropical sunset across the bay, 
with the cone-shaped mountain on 
the other side. Mr. Burnham pur- 
poses to construct an ocean boule- 
vard all the way from Lunetta to 
Cavite, and to push the Lunetta It- 
self out into the sea. on made land, 
to bring it into line with the rec- 
lamation now in progress for the 
warehouses and other dock facili- 
ties which have been provided. 


A short distance from these gov- 


ernment buildings, on the ocean 
bo?|!evard, another projection into 
the sea would be made for the gov- 
ernor-general's palace. 
That resi- 


dence Is now on the Paslg River, 
about a mile and a half Inland from 
the ocean front. It is known as the 
Malacanan palace and has been oc- 
cupied by the long line of Spanish 
governors. 
• 


It is proposed to group the munic- 


ipal buildings In that part of the 
wallfd city which has long been used 
for 
government 
purposes 
of 
all 


kinds. 
It has recently been named 


Plaza McKinley, and if Mr. Burn- 
ham's plan prevails these structures 
will be devoted to municipal pur- 
poses, while the government edifices 
will begin opposite the Lunetta, just 
out si.ie the wall, and swing across 
in a graceful curve to the Pasig 
River, making a distance of perhaps 
a mile and a half, which can be lined 
with handsome buildings for the 
colonial government. The tendency 
to put Uncle Sam's structures in this 
part of the city has already set in. 
The government printing office is 
there and also the new scientific 
laboratory. 


The esteros, or natural canals 


with which the citj is threaded, that 
serve so large a transportation pur- 
pose for the native population, much 
like the 
alley approaches of 
an 


American city, Mr. Burnham pro- 
pos< s to leave just as they are, let- 
ting them wind in and out regardless 
of his proposed street system. 


Choice 
locations 
on the ocean 


boulevard are assigned to the va- 
ut.,:s American clubs of which there 
are mauy, since the club life of Eu- 
-01 rrsn and American residents in 
tV iiopice is one of the most pleas- 
, n' features in the Asiatic cities. Ma- 
r.i'ri has about 10,000 American resi- 
dents and under the commercial do- 
velo intent promised with the new 
do-'1.* ami with free egress for its 
products into the United States, it 
would prohrriilv have a native popu- 
lation before i^ar.y years of 400,000. 


Bagnio is already developing into 


a great ecelesinnticnl center. In fact, 
the church buildings are in advance 
of the government buildings.

In England under the Tu- 
dors the man who gave to a beggar 
was fined, and the recipient of the 
gift was punished. It seems'to have 
been perceived that the vagabond is 
potentially a crlmnal, and that it is 
usually his cowardice, not his con- 
science, which deters the street beg- 
gar and the tramp from robbery and 
violence. Certainly, as John Burns 
holds, no plan of dealing with the 
unemployed 
will 
commend 
itself

trels and semi-criminal idlers or deal 
sharply with them.

Other 
conditions are set up which culmin- 
ate in mental degeneration. 


"Young men who inherit fortunes 


and devote their time to spending 
them fall ready victims to this un- 
dermining of the brain. Tragedies of 
the kind are constantly occurring. 
Many women and girls who belong 
to the leisured classes are saved 
from a like fate by their devotion to 
dress and bridge. The zealous pur- 
suit of those pastimes requires at 
least some measure of mental exer- 
cise. Perhaps that is the best that 
cau be said of them. 


"It is dangerous for a man who 


has led a busy life to abandon brain 
exertion. Medical science has pro- 
longed the span of human existence, 
and yet retirement is now forced 
Upon men at a much earlier age than 
hitherto. The only hope for these 
men is to cultivate some engrossing 
hobby."

Supervision over Insurance com- 


panies operating in Switzerland is 
exercised by the Swiss federal coun- 
cil. wbich has power to grant and to 
withdraw concessions and to appoint 
the officers of a department known 
as the federal insurance ofllce. says 
the St. Loins Republic. Although 
technically the latter is simply an 
auxiliary bureau and an aid 10 the 
council, this office is in practice the 
controlling factor of the entire in- 
surance business. It not only Inves- 
tigates the standing and methods of 
the companies, but also advises tho 
council as well as publishes an Im- 
portant yearly report containing de- 
tailed Information concerning the 
companies, extracts from their re- 
ports, the names and legal domiciles 
of the agents and a synopsis of the 
business transacted by each com 
pany. 


The six Swiss life-insurance com- 


panies write more policies for the 
Swiss people than all the numerous 
foreign companies combined. These 
domestic 
companies have 
S6,00( 


policies in force, amounting to f 60,- 
000,000. 
Following them come the 


eight German companies, with 23,- 
000 policies, valued at $33.000,000; 
eleven French companies with 19,- 
000 policies, amounting to $32,000,- 
000 and five English firms, whose 
8,000 policies represent $14,000,000. 


Tho Xe-.v York Life, the Equitable 


and 
the 
Germaaia 
are the only 


American companies holding con- 
cessions. Of these 
the Equitable 


ceased operating some years ago, but 
still has uuexpired policies, while 1hc 
total number of their policies writ- 
ten by the American companies is 
2,700, amounting to $6,000,000. The 
American companies are obliged to 
deposit with the government se- 
curities or cash, upon which interest 
is paid, to an amount representing 
the present net value of all their out- 
standing policies In force in Switzer- 
land, as well as a further amount of 
$10,000. Other companies, both do- 
mestic and 
foreign, deposit only 


520,000 and no further security is 
required of them. This apparent dis- 
crimination 
against 
the American! 


companies is explained by the state-- 
raent of the insurance office, whicli 
says that It has no adequate means) 
of ascertaining the legitimate values' 
of the resources of the American 
companies. 


There is a federal fee amounting 


to one-tenth of 1 per cent, of th 
yearly premiums on Swiss busiiiea 
aside 
from the 
usual income an_ 


property tax. 
In each of the Swiss! 


cantons where business Is done a 
legal domicile must be established' 
by the company, a general agent for 
the entire country must be ap- 
pointed, and a copy of his power of 
attorney filed with the insurance of- 
fice. Concessions arc granted only 
after sufficient proof of the stability 
of the concern has been furnished. 
If the government requires any in- 
formation concerning a company not 
contained in its regular tariff, statis- 
tics or yearly report, a demand may 
be made upon the general agent and 
he is obliged to furnish the details 
called for, as well as permit exami- 
nation of the accounts covering all 
branches of administration. 


The publication by a concern or itt, 


representative of falsified or untrue 
accounts, reports or prospectuses if, 
punishable by a fine or imprisonment 
or both. 
Should a concession be 


withdrawn by the government, or a 
company voluntarily 
renounce 
Its 


right to operate, as was the ca.°e with 
the Equitable, the deposited secur- 
ity will be returned only after the 
company's obligations have been 
met. 


In almost all the twenty-two Swiss 


cantons fire insurance, excepting on 
extraordinary risks, Is written by the 
cantonal government to tho exclu- 
sion of private enterprise, and is. in 
most rases, obligatory. The cantons, 
however, reinsure with private com- 
panies, mostly foreign. In the agri- 
cultural districts insurance against 
damage by hailstorms has met with 
considerable success. The Swiss hail 
insurance companies appear to bo 
doing a good business. One of them 
collected premiums to the amount of 
$120,000 in ono year. A form of in- 
Siiranco called "chomago" insurance, 
that entitles property owners to re- 
imbursement from loss of trade or 
rent as a result sf fires, cannot bo 
contracted without the written con- 
sent. of the authorities or the com- 
pany holding fire risks on the prop- 
erty. 


The Swiss people are well provid- 


ed with both insurance and savings 
bank deposits. Tbe insurance capital 
represents 
$40 
for 
every 
mnn, 


woman and child of the 3, 300, 000 
population of tho republic, which is 
higher than any country In Rumpn 
except England. Over $200,000,000 
would 
bo a 
safe estimate of tho 


funds the Swiss have In the banks to 
their credit. 
This Is remarkable, j 


when the economic situation of tho 
country and the low wages are con- 
sidered. 


Comparison of English ftpokea !• 


England and in America. 


The shafts 
launched at Henry 


James during a meeting of the Mod- 
ern language Association of America 
u.-re barbed with wit and not a little 
justice, says the Philadelphia Ix-d- 
gt-r. 
They do not, nevertheless, de- 


stroy the unofriunate vitality of the 
contention that the speech of Ameri- 
cans is inferior to that of English- 
men. 


It is not a matter of the compara- 


tive merits of the differing English 
and American standards. In the par- 
ticularities of usage our own rule is 
as frequently xs not to be preferred. 
"Different from" is as "different to:" 
"In accord with" as "in accord to;" 
"under tho circumstances;" as "in 
the circumstances;" "as soon as he 
came" as "directly he came." The 
Englishman's failure to distinguish 
in pronunciation between ihe verb 
and the noun "prophecy" is lament- 
able; hs hard "genesis" and his soft 
"schedule" are, to our ear, an inver- 
sion of propriety, and his enmity to- 
ward the Italian u in " figure" is a 
national horror. Wo may say va- 
nilk-r." but we couldn't possibly be 
guilty of " flgger." 


But the speech of England is im- 


measurably 
superior 
to that of 


America—gentlemen of the Modern 
Language Association will not deny 
it—in this—namely, that whereas 
Americans, are careless in both 
grammar and pronunciation, slip- 
shod, easy-going, and prone to every 
colloquial short cut, the vast major- 
ity of Englishmen speak with preci- 
sion, according to a well-care for 
correctness of speech. We never es- 
tablished national standard. 


The meat of the matter is in the 


fact that we of America have no 
pride in or dream of judging a man's 
education or culture from the man- 
ner In which he speaks. We are not 
surprised to find the same verbal 
faults upon the lips of college presi- 
dents, men or' letteis or of affairs 
that we have heard from the un- 
taught. There even lingers among 
us a suspicion of too sreat elegance 
of speech, as it' heartiness and vigor 
could not comport with refinement. 
And so we go on torturnlg all for- 
eign ears and wronging our own 
souls with the drawl, the slur, the 
clipped syllable, the flattened vowel, 
the strident voice and slovenly enun- 
ciation. We snub our labials, we tor- 
ture our midsyllables and we mas- 
sacre our vowels, until In our homes, 
streets 
and 
even 
lecture 
halls, 


churches and theaters, the stately 
tongue of Skakcspeare and Mlton is 
become Inglorious, shabby, well-nigh 
Infamous. 


In England how different is the 


case. There his manner of speech is 
an index of a man's education. Of 
the unlettered little may be expected, 
but in the graduate or in the man or 
woman of respectable breeding a 
verbal fault is a social crime. 
Care- 


lessness is not excused. Vigor is not 
not held to be a thing opposed to ac- 
curacy, or power to be necessarily 
uncouth; on the contrary, a clear 
head Is expected to express itself in 
correct sentences, cleanly enunciated. 
It is expected to do so, and It does 
so—to the pleasure of the listening 
ear, the delight of the answering 
mind and the promotion of social un- 
derstanding, 
amiability 
and 
effi- 


ciency. 


To establish the same happy con- 


ditions in America, it would be ne- 
cessary only for the educated to per- 
suade themselves of the desirability 
of correct utterance, and In particu- 
lar for all such organizations as the 
Modern Language Association to re- 
buke 
at 
every 
opportunity such 


pointless pettifogging pleas as that 
which formed 
the climax 
of one 


delegate's address yesterday, "Power 
Is more (sir) to be preferred than 
(sic) mere breeding."

and was despatched every week as

quest held In London recently. 
It 


was discovered that

had a wooden leg. within which were 
a number of sovereigns wrapped in 
a kid glove. Surely a wooden leg is 
one of the most peculiar banks imag- 
inable. 


A short time ago an old miser died 


at Brescia. 
She lately revealed a 


singular hoarding place for treasure. 
She had ayways lived as one In deep 
poverty, and had carefully excluded 
all neighbors from her apartment. 


When she was taken 111 and felt

A sum of over a quarter of a mil- 


lion pounds has been thrown Into 
the ash pit by the government. This 
extraordinary exhibition of waste of 
public money was found out some 
little time ago. 
It was discovered 


that scrap brass had been used for 
road making. 


Originally the ashes from 
the 


brass foundry and rolling mills of 
the Royal Laboratory and other fac- 
tories were regarded as so ranch 
waste material. As a matter of fact, 
they were given to the superintend- 
ent for the purpose of making roads 
anl pathways. 


This went on for a number of 


years, when a wideawake contractor 
got to know of it. He generously of- 
fered to remove tho ashes from tho 
fire holes and to give the govern- 
ment the sum of H*. 4d. a ton for 
them into the bargain. 


After this arrangement had been 


going on for some time it was dis- 
covered that the contractor was sell- 
ing the refuse at £6 a ton. Then the 
ordinance officials took tho matter 
into their own hands and issued 
proper tender forms for them. 


Then the firm which had used to 


paying 3s. 4d. a ton offered £5 to £C 
a ton, while eventually as much as 
£7 7s. 6d. per ton was offered for 
the waate ashes. This means a reve- 
nue of £10,000 a jear, which hith- 
erto had been thrown Into the ash 
pit. Actually, It is estimated that a 
quarter of a million pounds has been 
wasted by the military officials who 
thoughtlessly throw the refuse away 


A sum of £8,000 was found in the 


mud at Liverpool a sho.'t time ago. 
This was in the mud behind the 
landing stage water, where n cash 
box was found containing a number 
of bank notes and about £8,000 in 
securities.—Pearson's Weekly.

Jaques. Mrs. 


Jaques died April 2, 1S95. The peti- 
tion was filed in the probate 
court 


Dec. 28. 1897, 


Parsons (j. J. 
The husband moy 


waive the provisions of his 
wife's 


will Jn his f»vor by writing filed -*-ith- 
In one year after her decease "and 
not afterwards, unless the |r,dge of 
probate upon petition and for 
good 


cause shown*, shall extend tbe time," 
P. S. c 186. S. 13. By s.. 14 c. 195 
P. S. this ciay be done "by permis- 
sion of the Judge of probate for good 
cause shown,." Both provisions were 
introduced Into the statutes at 
the 


same time in. the'revision of 1891. It 
is not proba&le any conflict between 
the two was intended and none 
is 


perceived. 


The plaintiff's petition for leave to 


file a waiver of the will after the ex-

Will it be necessary to give the 


farmers of this vicinity the right to 
protect themselves from the ravages 
of deer in the way that seems 10 
Them most likely, to be 
effective? 


Certain signs of the times seem to 
indicate such a necessity in the by 
no means distant future. 


Deer have increased in numbers in 


Roc-klngham county to an extent that 
has astonished all those acquainted 
with the facts. 
When the animals 


were first given legal protection, 
'their extermination was believed to 
be only a question of time. Laws, it 
was thought, could do no more than 
delay 
the 
inevitable. These fears 


have been proven entirely 
without 


foundation. 
The deer have 
multi- 


plied rapidly since the lawmakers be- 
came their guardians and there are 
now rather too many of them 
for 


comfort. 


There is no way of telling how 


many deer are roaming about Rock- 
ingham county, practically 
without 


danger of molestation by hunters. 
It is, however, estimated that there 
are hundreds and the 
writer has 


heard that there are more than a 
thousand, but the latter figure would 
appear to be an exaggeration. 


If there is no change in the present 


law, experience elsewhere furnishes 
the basis for the prediction that the 
numbers 
of the 
animals 
*m be 


doubled in two years and then, the 
farmers say, the deer will own the 
rural sections of the county, "it will 
be useless to try to raise crops", said 
a North Hampton man the other day, 
"because the deer will destroy them 
as fast as 
they 
appear 
above 


ground." 


Whether the farmers are a bit in- 


clined to overstate the case or not, it 
is impossible for the city dweller who 
has not closely studied the situation 
to decide. 
In any event, 
the 
deer 


are a real menace to the agriculturist 
in some parts of the county and in 
less than half a decade they will con- 
stitute a problem which will demand 
the sober consideration of every man 
who earns his daily bread and meat 
by tilling the soil. 


Before 
the 
deer 
are 
numerous 


enough to actually dispute possession 
with man, probably, the 
legislators 


will bore a few loopholes in the laws 
and the repeating rifle will speedily, 
show us a way out of the difficulty.
